^Schell after tiring four shots started 
to retreat and Rhodes then grabbed his 
revolver and started to return the fire, 
shooting through a window. 
When 
Schell had retreated about five yards 
from the house one of the bullets from 
the gun in the hands of Rhodes hit him 
and he fell to the ground. 
From the manner in which tho bullet 
struck Schell it is thought that the lat­ 
ter was in the act of holding up his 
right arm as though to tire, for tho bul 
let entered the body just under the arm 
Tut tip- l ight side and parsed through it 
piercing his heart. 
Death is supposed 
to have been instantaneous. 
I twas dis­ 
covered that another bullet fairly tniss- 
Schell’s head, for the lower part of his 
ear had been clipped off.

Immediately aftcrSchell fell Rhodes 
left his home not even going over to 
where Schell was lying and wont to the 
home of I). E. Whitten, which is about 
half a able away and told what happen­ 
ed.

Coroner Osterlund was notified last 
evening of the affair and he and Deputy 
Sheriff Winters and Acting County A t­ 
torney Bowe left for the scene of the 
duel on the early morning train. 


E XA M I N E T H E BODY. 
Coroner Osterlund went out to the 
scene of the accident at once on reach­ 
ing De cr wood and examined the body 
of the dead man. 
He lay on his left 
side with his legs drawn up and both 
arms extended full length to the right. 
His revolver lay just a few inches from 
his hand. The man was lying in a pool 
of blood which evidently flowed freely 
from the wound after he fell to the 
ground and his face was also covered 
with blood, which it is thought was 
from the wound on his ear. 
Coroner Osterlund at once summoned 
a jury and an inquest was held which 
brought out the facts as stated above 
regarding the affair. Tho men called 
on the jury were O, C. Coffin, d ias. 
Adams. Ii. Archibald, William Eaiore, 
ll. Patterson and II. J. Mage. 


T H E J U R Y ' S VERDI CT. 


After a thorough examination which 
was conducted by Acting County Attor­ 
ney Bowe, the jury rendered the follow 
ing verdict:
